THE BOMBER PRESS IN GREAT BRITAIN

THE IMPORTANCE OF AIR-RAID 
PRECAUTIONS 
ne , eee 
Parrereree By Walter R. Legge ------

One does not have to stay in England 


very iong before the imporiance of 
A. R. P. or C. P. C. work is seen, and 
we Canadians became quickly convine- 
ed that much more serious attention to 
these precautions should be given in 
Canada. 

Much of the work of the Army which 
we saw was in the form of demonstra- 
tions, but we had an _ opportunity to 
study A. R. P. work in actual practice 
over there. 

We came back to our headquarters 
one afternoon to learn that a short 
time before some raiders had come 
over the vicinity and had caused con- 
siderable damage to a very large apart 
ment hotel. Four of our party includ- 
ing myself went down to see just what 
had happened. ; 

We found that the building which 
had been struck was a_ tremendously 
large apartment house, nine stories in 
height, much longer than an ordinary 
street block, with a large projecting L 
at each end. There were probably a 
hundred or more apartments of three 
or four rooms each in the building, 
which was a comparatively new fire- 
proot block, largely of cement and 
stone construction. It was a building 
which would not easily be damaged. 

The bomb, had landed directly in 
front of the centre of the building only 
a few feet from the wall in the court- 
yard formed by three walls of the 
building. 

As there had been some casualities, 
considerable damage to the building, 
and as the construction was compar- 
able to the heavier type of building 
here in Canada, it was an ideal situa- 
tion for us to study from the stand- 
point of what would be necessary in 
Canada to cope with raid damage. 

Workers Soon on the Job 

The first thing that struck us was 
the tremendous activity all over the 
place, Although it was only a few 
hours after the bomb had struck, there 
were hundreds of men at work at top 
speed. 
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Folice and guards kept all except the 
workers from going close to the build 
ing, and as we were intensely inter. 
ested in their organization, which we 
wanted to study with the idea of tell: 
ing to the people of Canada, we pre 
sented our credentials and asked per 
mission to enter. Here as everywhere 
else in England, we were received witb 
the greatest courtesy and conducted to 
the chief officer of the local A. R. P. 

His organization was working smo- 
othly and efficiently, and he personally 
took us around, introducing us to the 
heads of the various sections, and ex: 
plaining what they were doing and 
how they carried out their duties. 

He also took us through a part of 
the building, (it would have taken too 
long to go through it all), to see what 
the effect of such a bombing was. 

In the event of a bombing causing 
such damage, two things are started at 
once, looking after casualties and sum- 
moning the members of the A. R. P. 

They use what is known as the snow 
ball system to summon the members, 
that is, each man has to call four 
others. In this way all the members 
are very quickly notified. 

Setting Up Organization 

As soon as all casualties are remov- 
ed, the first thing is to set up a main 
office known as the A. R. P. Liaison 
office, which keeps in close touch with 
everything that is going on. In this 
case, the office of the building made 
an ideal location, but where such a 
room is not available, the nearest suit- 
able place is taken. The office work 
is broken down so that there is a sec- 
tion looking after each activity. 

All this is done almost in as little 
time as it takes to tell about it. 

Then an intensive search of the 
building is made with the double pur- 
pose of ascertaining if there are any 
trapped persons, and to study if the 
building can be repaired and what it 
will require to dothis. At the same 
time any bodies not previously remov- 
ed are taken away. 

Another group is taking steps to 
salvage anything that can be saved by 
quick work, and this is followed by a

They urge us to 
act NOW — not to wait until the last 
shot has heen fired. 

Vice President of the U.S.A. 
Henry Wal.ace in an interview recent 
ly stated that public opinion is not 
being created to support post-war 
planning. 

“If it be true,” he said, “that offic- 
ial Washington does not feel that the 
time is ripe for a thorough-going dis- 
cussion of post-war aims — and I can- 
not agree that it is wholly the case — 
there is nothing to prevent private 
agencies, such as the church, from 
engaging in such discussion and mak- 
ing such recommendations as _ they 
teel will help the government.” 

When asked if there were any signs 
that such problems as trade _ regula- 
tions, economical and political imper- 
ialism, racial antipathies and hatred 
and vengeance are being licked, his 
thought-disturbing reply was that, 
“the signs, I am sorry to say. point in 
the wrong direction. But I have faith 
that men of faith in every walk of life. 
Seeing the signs pointing the wrong 
way will swing into action necessary 
to prevent the coming peace from _be- 
ing just another interval in a long 
series of wars.” 


This is placing a heavy responsibil- | 


ity upon us all, and 
the church when it challenges us_ to 
lead in right thinking and planning 
for a post-war world. Are we equal to 
the task? Dare we fail? 

| Perhaps there is a primary ques- 
| tion to answer— Is this task really 
| the Church’s business. or is it not the 
business of statesmen to do this im 
| portant planning? 

Men like Vice President Wallace do 
not make thoughtless statements. 
These men realize, as few others do, 
that the problems facing post-war re- 
construction are fundamentally spirit- 
ual problems, and not problems of pol- 
itical policy only. They know that the 
Christian Church with its broader 
outlook and finer human sympathies 
can best, if not alone, lead mankind in- 
to a better world-order. 

Among the pressing problems to be 
solved, as stated by Vice President 
Wailace, are racial ant»pathies, hatred 
and vengeance. These are directly 
within the field of the Church’s influ- 
ence, while trade regulations, if faulty 
as weil as poiitical and economic im- 
perialism are but the outgrowth of 
faulty and unchristian views of life— 
which are wrong spiritual attitudes. 

The ground work for a new and bet- 
ter post-war world must be laid by the 
Christian Churches. If the people 
fail to support these institutions and 
| the movements emanating from them, 
then they will fail to win the peace, 
and all the bloodshed and sacrifice 
will once more be inwain. If we fail 
God and the Church now in this year 
of Grace, 1948, there can be nothing 
ahead of us but another interval of 
chaos between two wars. Let us 
therefore strive as hard, and work as 
earnestly, for the New Age as we are 
doing to win the war so that we may 
win the peace also,

MORE LAND TO 
CRESTED 
WHEATGRASS 


For two years now the Government 
has paid the farmers a_ bonus for re- 
ducing their wheat acreage. This re- 
duction has been in the way of land 
left in summer-fallow or seeded to 
grss or some crop other than wheat. 
The practice of seeding farm land to 
grass not only serves in the national 
effort to reduce the wheat acreage, it 
also involves one of the most funda- 
mental principles in agriculture, the 
principle of building the fibre content 
of the soil. Some farmers who are 
more far sighted than others are now 
prepared to seed down at least a min- 
or acreage to grass without expecting 
| any recompense from our war pressed 
Government. 

The problems involved in establish- 
ing a stand of grass in Southern AI- 
berta have been given a great deat of 
attention by your Bxperimental Sta- 
tiou, and it has been discovered that 
by carefully selecting the time and 
method of seeding, failures to estab- 
lish stands of crested wheatgrass can 
j be practically eliminated. The most 
suitable time for seeding in Southern 
Alberta is in early fall between the 
first and 15th. of September. At this 
time there is usually sufficient moist- 
ure to germinate the seed and suffici-

The most serious hazard to a stand of 
grass seeded in the early fallisa 
heavy attack from grasshoppers as 
usually the grass seedlings are the on- 
ly green vegetation at that time of the 
year. 

Next to early fall, seeding in the late 
fall just prior to freeze-up is regarded 
as the most desirable time, as usually 
a good stand of grass results. The 
seed does not germinate until the fol- 
lowing spring, but because it is there 
to take full advantage of early moist- 
ure the resultant stands are usually 
strong and vigorous. Farmers, who 
had planned to seed grass seed last 
year and who failed to get the seed in 
the ground in the fall because of stress 
of other work would be well advised to 
seed in the spring as seeding in the 


spring can be satisfactory if it is done 
early enough. Spring seeding to be 
successful in Southern Alberta should 
be completed some time before the 
middle of April. Usually in the spring 
there is a period when snow disap- 
pears and the frost has left the first 
couple of inches of soil making it pos- 
sible to place the seed within the top 
one-half inch. As undisturbed stubble 
land makes an ideal seed bed heavy 
farm work is not required and the task 
of seeding a few acres of grass is not a 
burden.

| WNHIS is the fourth Christmas of war; 

it the fourth Chrisimas that. we in 
this country and many of our neigh- 
bors in the world have had to face in 
suffering and separations, in sadness 
and bitter bereavements. In some 
ways it would seem that this season is 
not so very different from the three 
Christmases that have _ preceded it. 
The bitter burden of suspense is still) 
ours to bear. But to a multitude of 
people in the world this Christmas 
brings the dawning of a new and great 
hope where all hope seemed to have 
died. Because of tae happenings of 
the months and weeks that have pre. 
ceded this day, because of all the 
wealth of human courage and devotion 
that has been poured out so lavishly, 
the people of ovr world know that 
wrong is not quite so triumphant and 
right ts not quite so helpless. In 
hearts that have been sad and disil- 
lusioned, hope and belief spring again. 
It has been proven anew that there 
are verities that no cruelty or evil can 
forever subdue. 

So in this Christmas season we may 
well lift up our hearts in thankgiving.

more ljeisurely effort to salvage every- 
thing possible. 

Transportation must be arranged as 
required, 

Other groups are arranging for food, 
providing money where necessary, to 
the unfortunate victims, and a housing 
department finds accommodation for 
the bombed out people if they have no 
place to go. 

If, as it was in this case, itis poss- 
ible to repair the building, contractors 
and workmen are called to start work 
without delay. Otherwise the debris 
is more or less cleaned up and and re- 
placement until after the war. 

All these various groups were on the 
job at once and carrying out their 
tasks as if it were everyday routine. 

On the street in front of the build- 
ing was a canteen which bore on its 
sides a sign showing that it had been 
presented to the Lord Mayor’s Fund 
by Ford Victoria, Southern Rhodesia. 

In the courtyard were a number of 
men sweeping the grass. One of our 
party called attention to them remark- 
ing that there was an example of 
typical British efficiency, to which our 
guide rplied, ‘That is something that 
is absolutely. Those men have already 
recovered two valuable rings and a 
cigarette case.” We were told that 
the action of a bomb is about as un- 
predictable as that of a stroke of light- 
ning, and frequently the explosion will 


suck all small articles right out of a 
building.

In regard to compensation, the Hon.

If their home is so damag:- 
ed that they cannot use it, they are 
billetted. However, real compensa- 
tion is not given until the end of the 
war. New houses could not be sup- 
plied now anyway, on account of short- 
age of materials. 

If a house can be repaired, easily, or 
if temporary repairs will enable it to 
be used, the cost is sometimes allowed 
but this will be deducted from any fut- 
ure settlement. 

The organization known in Canada 
as Civilian Protection Committee, or 
Air Raid Precaution or A. R. P. is now 
called “Civil Defense” in England and

| Sabotage has been surprisingly little 
so we were informed, and theft or tak- 
ing advantage of another’s misfortune 
is practically unknown. 
Early Efforts Important 

One thing should be impressed upon 
the people of Canada, and that is that 
much of the early damage by raiders 
could have been prevented if proper 
precautions had been taken before the 
raids began, and if the organization 
had been perfected in advance. That 
is to say, much damage was caused by 
fires which got out of hand because 
there were not enough properly train. 
ed fire fighters to deal with the emer- 
gency when it arose. 

The time for Canadians to prepare 
for such emergencies is now, not after 
some city has suffered a bad raid. 

In the same way that the telephones 
might be interrupted, the water mains 
may be destroyed with disastrous ef 
fect. Therefore provision has been 
made in every community in England 
to have plenty of water in storage. 

Thousands of basements of buildings 
that have been destroyed are being 
used for this purpose. These base- 
ments have been cleaned out, cement- 
ed on the walls and bottom so that 
they will hold and have been filled 
with water. Wesaw many of these, 
and also other great storage tanks for 
an emergency. 

Large signs are posted indicating 
where storage is to be found. This is 
necessary so that in the excitement 
and confusion of an emergency the | 
nearest storage of water is located | 
without delay. 

While all other direction signs in 
England are entirely lacking even the 
smallest community has no end of 
signs indicating where the warden 
lives, or can be found, where static 
water is stored, where air raid shelters 
are located, and the locations of stir 
rup pumps. Probably there are now 
more signs in England reading “Stir 
rup Pump here” than any other. 

In addition to working hard at regu- 
lar work, nearly every man in England 
has to take his share in Civil Defense 
work, 

Women Workers 
While we were in England, Mr. Her- 
bert Morrison issued an appeal for a 
very large number of women to volun- 
| teer for work as fire watchers. This 
means night work patrolling buildings 
climbing on roofs and other hard work. 
There was a great deal of criticism o! 
this appeal because it was felt that it 
Was not fit work for women, that it 
was too hard and too dangerous. The 
answer to this criticism was that twice 
as Many women volunteered for this 
work as was asked for. 

When you look over the _ roofs of 
English cities, the first thing that 
strikes you are chimney pots: Every 


| building has a battery of anywhere up 


to a dozen or more of these pots. The 
roofs are generally more cut up with 
all kinds of turretts than is the case 
in Canada, and with these chimney 
pots it makes the roofs hard to get at 
and hard to patrol. Ladders are 
usually kept on them so that any part 
of the roof can be quickly reached. 
This work is most important during 
raids, and the proper control of incen- 
diaries on these roofs just means the 
difference between damage and stag- 
gering losses.

Some say that the reason there have 
been so many churches destroyed in 
England is due to the difficulty in pro- 
tecting these roofs from incendiaries, 
It seems to be wery difficult work to 
ask women to do, yet they are cheer- 
fully responding to the appeals. And 
remember, that in all probability, the 
women who take on this work, will do 
it in addition to working at their reg- 
ular occupation every day. 

The first great fire of London was 
in 1666, the second one was in 1940. 

Every able bodied man available and 
every piece of fire fighting equipmnt 
which could be brought to London was 
engaged in trying to overcome the 
flames. I am told by people who were 
there that men worked until they drop- 
ped from exhaustion, nd that engineers 
ran until their bearings were burnt 
out. I have even heard it said that if 
the German Raiders had come back 
one more succeeding night, the whole 
city would have gone as the men and 
equipment could not have carried on 
any longer.

Ottawa__-. At this period of the year 
all the activities which comprise Can- 
ada’s war effort are coming under re- 
view, and when parliament opens on 
January 27 the status of this country’s 
preparedness to meet the demands of 
a crucial year will naturally be very 
much discussed. There may be, as 
there undoubtedly is, a good deal of 
dispute in this country and elsewhere 
as to whether 1943 is likely to see the 
end of the struggle, but according to 
the best qualified authorities the 
weaknesses discernible in Germany’s 
war economy do not warant undue op- 
timism. As one of these authorities 
put it, it is not on Germany’s declin- 
fing resources but on the gathering 


strength of the United Nations that 
we have to rely for a decisive and ear- 
ly victory. For this obviously sound 
reason the main discussions in par- 
liament will relate directly to the pro- 
secution of the war. That is certain 
and a good deal of emphasis will be 
put on the manpower problem. There 
is no doubt also that the Beveridge 
plan of extended social security, and 
American’ vice-president Wallace’s 
proposal for a _ world council to seek 
the establishment of a new world ec. 
onomy, as well as the suggestions aris- 
ing from the studies of our own post- 
war rehabilitation committee will be 
the subjects of debate in parliament. 
There will also be discussions on the 
subject of the supremacy of parlia- 
ment. Mr. Bracken, the new Progres- 
sive Conservative leader made _ that

FOR 1943

The January Nutrition Campaign 


The general improvement of the 
nation’s health is the aim of Canada’s 
Nutritution Campaign being launched 
in January, and which is sponsored by 
Nutritution Services of the Depart- 
ment of Pensions and National Health, 
Ottawa. This campaign, which was 
officially announced recently by Prime 
Minister W. L. MacKenzie King, has 
the approval and support of all govern. 
ment departments connected directly 
with the war effort.

protect health. 

MILK — Adults - minimum 1-2 pint, 
children- pint or more daily. 

FRUITS — Tomatoes, or citrus and 
other fruits daily. 

VEGETABLES — One serving pot- 
atoes daily. Two servings other veg- 
etables, leafy green or yellow frequent- 
ly raw. 

CEREALS - BREAD — 4 to 6 slices 
whole wheat bread. Whole grain cer- 
eal daily. Butter on bread. 

MEAT - FISH — One serving daily. 

EGGS — At least three weekly.
